10th Cavalry Re- 
ported Killed 

Several Wounded lad. Others Taken 
Prlaonflra In Conflict it Carrtial.

Huachuei, Arii., (Bp«i»l).— Accord- 
ing to reports received here, a de- 
tachmeny of the Tenth Cavalry, which 
led as expedition into Mexico, wu al- 
moit annihilated.

an ambuscade very easy and because or 
thil the Mexicans', slid to be Cnrranzn 
soldier* surprised the Americans and it 
i* reported that seventeen of the brnv-' 
eat men that ever wore a United Stntea 
uniform wore slain, aevernl wounded 
and others taken captive and sentenced 
to be hanged. Exact details ere vpn 
meager. The Mexican General, Gomez. 
and the commander of the American 
forces, Ca'pt. Chas. T. B«yd and Lieut 
Henrj A. Adair, are reported among tb< 
killed. A later report is that General 
Pershing, Tilth 3,000 men has gone tc 
the rescue of the soldiers taken prison 
«r.

Richard A. Hudlin, one of the best 
known daily news paper writers in St. 
Lniiis. Mo,, who U also a veteran actor 
an3 dramalie manager, will be asso- 
ciated with Mr. Allmnn aa manager of 
the new enterprise. 

The promoters ■of the new. enterprise 
believe they have discovered^ new and 
fertile field worthy of all the brums 
aad capital that ran be put into It to 
develops its pom ibili ties, in telling the 
true storj, of Negro American life in 
realistic motion pictures. 

The rapid growth of the motion pio- 
ture busineaa has led many writera to 
rlaas it aa a momentary fad. that will 
decline as rapidly is it rose la popu- 
wlerlty, but all thinking people can see 
that th" moving pictures have come to 
. stay. an it that they are instruments cap- 
able of much good or much evil, accord- 
ing to the way they are ased. 

In all the motion picture films now 
being exhibited, as in the daily press 
th> Negro gets but incidental notice 
"i',7i i' a criminal or a menial. Out 
'of all Ihe motion picture producing 
companies in the United States there is 
not one that has devoted a single reel to 
pictures of special iatereit to Negroes.

According to the reports, the 
meeting Mas intended to be a "stnr- 
ehaniber" meeting, called by Bev. B. 
F. Abbilt, pastor of Union' Memorial 
Church, at the dictation of Ralph Tan- 
ner, far the) purpoae of endorsing Mr. 
William*, with only a few voters pres- 
ent. Thin, they say, wa? shown by 
the fact that notice* were sent to only 
a "select few." 

Those who opposed any net ion just 
now, say that, if is a personal fight, by 
Ralph Turner, farmer Serjeant at Arms 
of the Huuae of Delegates, because he 
has not what he ealla. "been taken 
care of" by (he politicians, and that 
the fight was more on Turner than any- 
thing else.

_ Texas, whose inhabitants arc nearest to the zone of danger, and 
whose border is at this time being defended by gallant Negro soldiers- 
Ihis same Texas, will not permit a Negro soldier, though he be dying 
of thirst and hunger and clothed in the regalia of the United States 
army, though he might be wearily making his way home after months 
of guard duty for the safety of Texas, will not 'permit him to have 
a bile of food in any of its public eating houses; and let us remind 
you that It is this same Texas ihat suffered a mob of white men at 
Waco, to take from the court room, after he had been convicted and 
sentenced to hang, a Negro boy of IB years, and his body burned at 
ihe stake in the public square; not satisfied with this act of savagery,' 
the mob fought each other in order to cut oft the ringers and ears of 
the victim that they might have souvenirs in remembrance of their 
dastardly deed. 

White we as a race, that have given its quota of sacrifices in all 
wars, deplore the tragic end of the brave Negroes who gave their lives 
on Mexican soil, that their enemies might not suffer, we also think 
that this government, has yet a solemn duty to perform before it 
can claim this country to be the home of the hrnve and the land 
of the free.

common at the weekly prayer meet- 
ing. And Inasmuch as the family al- 
tar has so fallen into neglect on* 
wonder* bow much prayer'!*' offered 
anywhere, and by anyone?

The tessons for the- paat three 
month* extend over a period of pur- 
haps fifteen year*, from A. D. 37 or 40 
co A. I), i; or 55. It I* the history 
ot an ever expanding church and the 
ever widening influence of the work 
which Jesus began and con tinned to 
do after hla resurrection, through the 
Holy Spirit No adequate or proper 
review can be' conducted without the 
kid ol a map. If none is Available, 
take a large sheet of manjla paper 
and let some of the scholars make 
an outline map showing the strategic 
centers, Jerusalem, Damascus. Anti- 
och nod as far west ss Phllippl, also 
the country involved,' the coast tide 
of the "preat Sea," etc. It 1* a good 
Idea not to locate the chief cities, but 
have pupil* attach to the map small, 
round, red and white sticker* on 
which might be printed the name of 
each city. Then other pupils might 
trace oh the map the course of Paul's 
Journey*! If all of this work 1* done 
In the presence ot {he entire school It 
will aid greatly in holding attention 
a* well as placing before the schol- 
ars a visible delineation of the lands- 
Involved In this portion of sacred his- 
tory. The most outstanding incidents 
which bare been studied during the 
past Quarter, such as the conversion. 
of Saul, the healing of Aeneas, the 
raising of Borcasi Peter's vh.lt to Cor- 
nelius, etc could also be located 
geographically by means of thumb 
tack* with tag* attached. A most In- 
teresting' review would be to organ- 
ise In the school a number of travel 
club*. Let each club come prepared 
to give a "travelogue.'' or travel talk, 
describing; some of the chief events, 
.inch a* the Damascus Journey, a 
Journey to Joppa, to Cyprus, to looni- 

tun, from Antloch to Jerusalem, etc. 
Let the pupils write out. their ac- 
count* and aa each 1* written have 
some scholar Indicate on the map the 
place* Involved, and other* hang up 
In plain alght- of the entire school a 
piece of cardboard bearing a alngle 
sentence Indicative of the leading les- 
son of the event described. This lat- 
ter will mean to use a sentence or 
part* of sentence* aa* "We are men 
of Ilk* paaalons a* you." The. ele- 
ment of contest could be employed by 
having, ail the pupils In a given de- 
partment bring such sentences relat- 
ing to the lessons on cards, and let 
that scholar who can bring the great- 
est, nnmfr«r ot **nt*nee* be declared 
the winner. The teacher must of 
course help materially In such a con- 
test by direct suggestion and by en- 
couraging the pupil* to undertake the 
task before them. 

For the adult and older 'teen age 
claaaea It might be well to assign to 
different scholars a number ot great 
problem* which have been treated Id 
th* lesson* of th* quarter, and let 
each cone to the das* prepared to 
read a brief essay or to discuss the 
■object assigned, relating It of course 
to the work of the review. (Lesson 
L) "How the Holy Spirit converts 
men today." (Lesson V) "How can 
the church be aroused - to. the great 
work of .mission*." (Lesson VIII) 
"The Peril* of Popularity." (Lesson 
XI) "The conditions of salvation" and 
*o on. Another interesting plan 
would. ''be to have different member* 
of. the cuts* prepare at home a brief 
aynapala of the chief character* of 
the quarter'* lesson*.
